NIPSCO 
announces 
electric rate 
increases for 
customers 


New prices will begin 
taking effect Jan. 1, 2020 
as groups raise concerns

Northern Indiana Public 
Service Company (NIPSCO), 
a subsidiary of NiSource, re- 
ceived a decision this week 
from the Indiana Utility Regu- 
latory Commission (IURC) to 
modify its electric rates effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 2020. 

Meanwhile, a cadre of con- 
cerned groups lodged com- 
plaints against the move, con- 
tending that while “northwest 
Indiana industrialists get a 
break, families and small busi- 
nesses pick up the tab.” 

However, in response to a 
Plain Dealer request, a repre- 
sentative for NIPSCO criti- 
cized that characterization. 


Rate increase 


The decision follows an ex- 
tensive regulatory review and 
public input process, which 
began with NIPSCO's origi- 
nal proposal in November 
2018, and “has resulted in a 
balanced outcome for custom- 
ers," stated a Thursday press 
release from NIPSCO. 

"Providing affordable and 
reliable energy is essential,” 
stated Violet Sistovaris, NIP- 
SCO president. “New rates are 
anticipated to remain in line 
with the national average as 
we focus on continuing to bet- 
ter serve customers now and 
into the future.” 

An average NIPSCO resi- 
dential electric customer will 
see an overall increase of ap- 
proximately $6 per month in- 
stead of $11 as in the original 
proposal. The change will be 
phased in across two steps. 
The first will begin Jan. 1, 
2020 and the second will start 
March 1, 2020. 

Included within the over- 
all bill change will be a de- 
crease in the monthly cus- 
tomer charge, the flat monthly

WASHINGTON — The 
U.S. House is pressing for- 
ward to draft articles of im- 
peachment against President 
Donald Trump, Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi announced 
Thursday. 

“Our democracy is what 
is at stake,” Pelosi said som- 
berly. “The president leaves 
us no choice but to act.” 

Pelosi delivered the historic 
announcement in solemn 
tones, drawing on the Con- 
stitution and the Founding 
Fathers, as Democrats push 
toward a vote, possibly be- 
fore Christmas. 

“The president's actions 
have seriously violated the 
Constitution,” she said from 
the speakers office at the 
Capitol. “He is trying to cor- 
rupt, once again, the election 
for his own benefit. The pres- 
ident has engaged in abuse 
of power, undermining our 
national security and jeop- 
ardizing the integrity of our 
elections." 

“Sadly, but with confidence 
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NIPSCO 
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customers regardless of their 
usage, from $14 per month, 
down to $13.50 per month. 

The change for individual 
commercial and industrial 
customers will vary depend- 
ing on usage patterns, but on 
average, rates for overall com- 
mercial and smaller industrial 
customers will also increase 
less than NIPSCO’s original 
proposal. 

The last change in NIP- 
SCO’s base electric rates was 
made in 2016. Primary drivers 
for the increase include invest- 
ments in upgrading electric 
infrastructure, environmental 
upgrades and a shift in the way 
some large industrial custom- 
ers will obtain electricity in the 
future. 

“With the change in rates, 
NIPSCO remains focused on 
improving service through 
investments to minimize out- 
ages, provide better overall 
response and information to 
customers when outages oc- 
cur and help customers save 
energy and money,’ stated the 
release. 

NIPSCO reminds custom- 
ers who may be experiencing 
difficulty with their bill — re- 
gardless of their income — to 
learn about what options may 
be available to them at nipsco.

Groups raise concerns 


This rate increase decision 
will shift between $40 million 
and $60 million of costs annu- 
ally from the large companies 
to NIPSCO’s remaining “‘cap- 
tive customers,” according to a 
Wednesday press release from 
the Citizens Action Coalition 
(CAC) and Earthjustice. 

“These six large companies 
will realize significant reduc- 
tions in their monthly energy 
bills, while the rest of NIP- 
SCO’s customers will see a 
hike in their bills,’ stated the 
release. “NIPSCO created this 
proposal in response to the six 
companies’ threats that they 
would leave Indiana, and per- 
haps the United States, unless 
they were given special subsi- 
dies by the IURC^ 
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The CAC and Earthjustice 
represented a coalition of 
Hoosier ratepayers who chal- 
lenged the proposal at the 
commission. 

“Once again, the Holcomb 
Administration and the [URC 
choose Wall Street over Main 
Street,’ stated Kerwin Olson, 
executive director at CAC. 
“Give the monopoly utilities 
and industrialists what they 
want, while ignoring the strug- 
gles of Hoosier households 
and small businesses. Captive 
customers deserve better.” 

The Sierra Club, Walmart, 
and the Indiana Office of 
Utility Consumer Counselor 
(OUCC), the state agency rep- 
resenting ratepayer interests, 
also opposed the de facto de- 
regulation, arguing that it did 
not serve the public interest 
and failed to maintain the val- 
ue of NIPSCO’s retail energy 
service. 

“The groups pointed out that 
NIPSCO had not confirmed or 
even investigated the six large 
companies’ threats to leave 
northwest Indiana, and that 
in any case, NIPSCO's plan 
would not prevent that from 
happening,” stated the release. 
"The groups also argued that 
the proposal unfairly favored 
six customers over the homes 
and business that make up 
the vast majority of NIPSCO 
customers. Finally, the groups 
argued that it was unwise for 
the IURC to make such a radi- 
cal policy change on its own, 
without specific guidance 
from the Indiana Legislature." 

The IURC also approved a 
settlement reached between 
NIPSCO, CAC, the OUCC 
and other parties which re-

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quires NIPSCO to submit a 
low-income assistance pro- 
gram within the next six 
months, and which lowers 
NIPSCO’s monthly fixed resi- 
dential charge by 50 cents a 
month. 

“We are very disappointed 
with the Commission's deci- 
sion to choose six multibil- 
lion-dollar corporations over 
northern Indiana's families 
and other businesses,” stated 
Raghu Murthy, Earthjustice 
attorney. ^We intend to hold 
NIPSCO its commitment to 
address the struggle low-in- 
come families face in paying 
their power bills.” 


NIPSCO responds 


In response to a Plain Dealer 
request Thursday, Nick Mey- 
er, NIPSCO director of com- 
munications, responded to the 
groups' concerns. 

"Rates for large industrial 
customers are not decreas- 
ing. Instead, an option was 
proposed and approved to 
protect homes and businesses 
from experiencing even larg- 
er increases,’ stated Meyer. 
"Should any of these large 
industrial customers generate 
their own electricity, leave the 
system or be affected by other 
external factors, it would cre- 
ate a considerable risk and cost 
burden on all other customers. 
We worked to create a way to 
encourage these large indus- 
trials to continue purchasing at 
least a portion of their energy 
from the electricity generated 
by NIPSCO. So, while they 
might be purchasing less from 
NIPSCO directly in the future, 
the rate they would pay is not 
going down.”

B When we 
wrote about 
acute flac- 
cid  myelitis 
(AFM) last 
summer, the 
cause of the 
poliolike disease was a mys- 
tery. What was known then 
was that some children who 
developed flulike symptoms 
— including fever, aches and 
pains, and congestion — also 
experienced loss of muscle 
control in their arms and 
legs. They also often devel- 
oped trouble breathing and 
swallowing. And a number 
of children with the illness 
became paralyzed, and some 
died. 

Although the symptoms 
and the pattern of onset of 
acute flaccid myelitis re- 
semble those of polio, the 
stools of patients with AFM 
have tested negative for 
poliovirus, which is an en- 
terovirus. However, a new 
analysis of available data, 
published in October in the 
journal Pediatrics, suggests 
that a different enterovirus 
plays a role. Specifically, 
lab tests point to enterovi- 
rus D68, one of more than 
100 known non-polio en- 
teroviruses. The connection 
needs further study, but this 
is the first real advance since 
AFM first appeared. With a 
clearer understanding of 
the disease, researchers are 
now able to narrow their fo- 
cus, and, hopefully, develop 
medications or a vaccine for 
the condition. 

B Another topic from last 
summer is the Eastern equine 
encephalitis virus. Referred 
to simply as EEE virus, it's 
a potentially fatal mosquito- 
borne illness. First recog- 
nized in humans in 1938, it 
has been a rare occurrence 
for people to become infect- 
ed with the virus. Recently, 
infection rates have quadru- 
pled to about 30 cases a year, 
up from an earlier average 
Of seven cases per year. In 
2019, 11 people have died as

a result of the virus. 

Infection with EEE is still 
rare, but due to the increase 
in severe cases, health of- 
ficials are urging everyone 
to use insect repellants and 
cover up while outdoors, 
particularly from dusk to 
dawn, which is prime time 
for mosquitoes. 

m The number of people 
with a serious lung illness 
associated with vaping con- 
tinues to grow. The U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention updates sta- 
tistics weekly. At this time, 
there have been a total of 
1,299 patients in 49 states, 
plus Washington, D.C., and 
the Virgin Islands. At least 
23 people have died. 

The specific cause of the 
disease is not known, but 
bootleg products that con- 
tain THC are a possible cul- 
prit. According to the CDC, 
close to 80 percent of pa- 
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tients in the cases it has ana- 
lyzed so far have reported 
using products that contain 
THC. Another study found 
that 66 percent of patients 
had used a black market 
product. Vitamin E acetate, 
an additive used as a thick- 
ening agent, has emerged as 
à suspected agent. So have 
the noxious fumes that are 
created when the unregu- 
lated chemicals contained 
within a vape cartridge get 
superheated. Meanwhile, a 
small but growing number 
of patients are being hospi- 
talized a second time.

and humility, with alle- 
giance to our founders and a 
heart full of love for Amer- 
ica, today I am asking our 
chairmen to proceed with 
articles of impeachment,’ 
Pelosi said. 

At the core of the im- 
peachment probe is a July 
call with the president of 
Ukraine, in which Trump 
pressed the leader to inves- 
tigate Democrats and po- 
litical rival Joe Biden as the 
White House was withhold- 
ing military aid to the coun- 
try bordering an aggressive 
Russia. 

Pelosi emphasized the 
Russia angle at a news con- 
ference later, saying that it's 
Russia and President Vladi- 
mir Putin who benefited 
most from Trump's actions 
toward Ukraine 

“All roads lead to Putin. 
Understand that,’ she de- 
clared. “That was the a-ha 
moment.” 

Asked as she was leav- 
ing if she hates Trump, Pe- 
losi stiffened, returned to 
the podium and responded 
sharply that the president’s 
views and politics are for 
the voters at elections to 
judge, but “this is about the 
Constitution.” She said that 
as a Catholic, she does not 
hate the president but rather 
is praying for him daily. 

Eager to fight, Trump 


quickly tweeted back that 
he didn’t believe her. 

Earlier, Trump tweeted 
that if Democrats “are go- 
ing to impeach me, do it 
now, fast." He said he want- 
ed to get on to a "fair trial" 
in the Senate. The president 
also said that Democrats 
have "gone crazy." 

At the White House, press 
secretary Stephanie Grish- 
am accused Pelosi of ignor- 
ing issues Americans care 
about to focus on remov- 
ing Trump from office. She 
asked, "How many Demo- 
crats will join her driving 
right off the cliff with this 
illegitimate impeachment 
hoax?" 

The GOP leader of the 
House, Kevin McCarthy, 
said Pelosi was “more con- 
cerned about tearing the 
president down than build- 
ing the country up." Senate 
Majority Leader Mitch Mc- 
Connell, R-Ky., accused 
Democrats of choosing im- 
peachment over important 
legislatiion, though many 
House-passed bills are wait- 
ing for action in his cham- 
ber. “It’s all impeachment, 
all the time,” he said. 

Drafting articles of im- 
peachment is a milestone 
moment, only the fourth 
time in U.S. history Con- 
gress has tried to remove a 
president, and it intensifies 
the deeply partisan under- 
taking that is consuming 
Washington and dividing 
the nation.

Since the partnership was 
announced, Edinburgh has 
hosted groups from Wabash 
and Rushville to showcase 
their town's community as- 
sets, as well as highlight the 
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community's strengths and 
areas of opportunities. 

"Edinburgh will be look- 
ing to see how Wabash has 
been able to reach the level 
of success you see today,” 
stated Childress. "Edinburgh 
will be looking to not just see 
the sights but to hear how the 
projects came to fruition, what 
partnerships are in place, what 
roadblocks were discovered, 
what Wabash would recom- 
mend that they do differently 
or the same.

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Shop local. 
It's important. 


Every year, the average American 
spends nearly $700 on holiday gifts 
and goodies each year, the National 
Retail Federation estimates. 

That's $465 billion, which is a lot 
of power. 

Unfortunately, most of that mon- 
ey will be spent outside our coun- 
ty lines, which is something we 
should all be aware of when we are 
filling our Christmas lists this year. 
It's also something we need to bring 
awareness to because if people 
knew the power of keeping money 
local, we would all feel the benefits. 

If even a portion of that money 
can be spent locally, it could bolster 
our local economy in a way that 
will have a lasting impact. 

Shopping at a locally-owned 
store is the easiest way to help the 
community, but even shopping at 
a brick-and-mortar chain store like 
Walmart is better than ordering 


something off Amazon. 

Large companies like Amazon are 
causing a shift toward shopping on- 
line, allowing us to get the monoto- 
nous task of going store to store 
done in a matter of minutes without 
ever leaving our couches. 

Sure, it’s easier, but it’s not better 
— not by a long-shot. 

Large companies like Amazon are 
known to consolidate their opera- 
tions and automate production as 
much as possible. 

Automation means fewer jobs. 

Plus, we’ve all experienced the 
robotic phone menus we are forced 
to go through just to get a simple 
questioned answered. The more we 
buy into these companies, the more 
they feel justified in their use of au- 
tomation. 

Sure, large companies that lever- 
age vertical integration can offer 
some discounts smaller companies 


can’t, but the difference in price is 
often minimal compared to the ben- 
efit that shopping local makes. 

By shopping in town, you’re sup- 
porting entrepreneurship, local 
jobs, and giving someone who lives 
within Wabash County a paycheck 
that will hopefully, in turn, be spent 
within our county borders.

Shop local. It’s important. 
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Faithless electors have 
a right to be unfaithful 


The Supreme Court will soon de- 
cide whether to decide a dispute be- 
tween lower courts about a recurring 
problem that has not 
been a serious prob- 
lem. If, however, 
“faithless electors” 
ever becomes such 
a problem, it would 
propel the court into 
a political maelstrom 
with high stakes and 
intense passions, with 
an inflexible deadline 
impending. So, the 
court should answer this question: Do 
“faithless electors” have a constitu- 
tional right to be such? 

They are persons who are selected 
to cast a state’s Electoral College 
votes and who, after the popular votes 
have been tabulated, vote contrary to 
their public commitment, to the pub- 
lic’s expectations, and to state statutes 
that penalize electors who vote con- 
trary to the party they were designated 
to represent. 

In 2016, 10 of the 538 designated 
electors either cast their votes for per- 
sons other than the nominees of these 
electors’ parties, or tried to and were 
blocked from doing so. A change 
of 10 electoral votes would have 
switched the outcome of five of the 58 
previous elections. 

In Washington state, three Demo- 
cratic electors voted for Republican 
Colin Powell rather than Hillary 
Clinton, and each was fined $1,000. 
Washington state’s Supreme Court 
upheld the fines, arguing that “noth- 
ing in [the Constitution] suggests that 
electors have discretion to cast their 
votes without limitation" In Colo- 
rado, however, a Democratic elector 
voted for Ohio Republican Gov. John 
Kasich rather than Clinton, and Colo-

rado's secretary of state nullified this 
vote. But the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the 10th Circuit held that presiden- 
tial electors have “the right to cast a 
vote for president ... with discretion.” 

Clearly Washington's court was 
mistaken, as are the majority of states, 
including Washington and Colorado, 
that have laws denying electors dis- 
cretion. Washington's court was cor- 
rect that nothing in the Constitution 
grants discretion. But nothing denies 
it The Constitution says that each 
state shall appoint electors “in such 
manner as the legislature thereof may 
direct" The Washington court de- 
cided simply that the state power to 
choose the manner of selecting elec- 
tors is "absolute" and — non sequitur 
alert — therefore includes each state's 
discretion to deny discretion to the 
electors. A contrary conclusion is jus- 
tified by Congress' practice of count- 
ing and accepting votes that electors 
cast for candidates other than those 
the electors were pledged to support. 

This practice of respecting electors’ 
discretion is congruent with founding- 
era debates about, and behavior of, 
presidential electors. In Federalist 68, 
Alexander Hamilton justified regard- 
ing electors as independent actors 
because “a small number of persons, 
selected by their fellow citizens from 
the general mass, will be most likely 
to possess the information and dis- 
cernment requisite" for the complex 
and momentous task of selecting a 
president. The fact that the Electoral 
College no longer functions as the 
Framers intended is irrelevant to the 
question of whether electors are inde- 
pendent actors. 

If the Supreme Court resolves the 
conflict between the Washington 
court and the 10th Circuit, and does so 
in the 10th Circuit's favor, it will ac- 


complish two things, one of prospec- 
tive importance and one of immediate 
importance. It will guarantee that, in 
the event that in some future elec- 
tion faithless electors are numerous 
enough to alter an election's outcome, 
the court will at least not have to start 
from scratch in thinking through the 
issue of whether electors have a right 
to be unfaithful. 

And by affirming that right, the 
court will make less likely the exer- 
cise of that right. This is so because 
the court will incentivize state politi- 
cal parties to be diligent about select- 
ing steadfast electors. 

This might matter now more than 
usual. America’s increasing polar- 
ization has been apparent for several 
decades. In the first 11 elections af- 
ter World War II, 1948-1988, seven 
times the victor won more than 400 
electoral votes, and twice he won 
more than 500. Since 1988, no one 
has received 400 electoral votes, and 
the winners have averaged just 330. 
Since 1988, every election has had a 
popular-vote margin of less than 10 
percent. Narrow popular-vote mar- 
gins do not guarantee close electoral- 
vote margins: One of the Electoral 
College's virtues is that it tends to 
magnify the decisiveness of the vic- 
tor's victory. However, close partisan 
balances in the popular vote increase 
the chances of a narrow margin in the 
Electoral College. In 2000, George W. 
Bush, who lost the popular vote to Al 
Gore, won the presidency by winning 
Florida by 537 votes, thereby winning 
in the Electoral College by five votes. 

Close elections in turbulent times 
can excite rogue electors. That they 
have a right to be such does not make 
them wholesome.

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For the climate 

crisis, we have 

only ourselves 
to blame 


We are losing the battle to save our 
planet, and we have no one to blame but 
ourselves. 

As the United Nations opens its 25th 
climate change summit in Madrid, leaders 
are seeking to put a brave 
face on a dismal situation. 
“My message here today 
is one of hope, not of de- 
spair; U.N. Secretary- 
General Antonio Guterres 
told journalists Sunday. 

Hope, unfortunately, is 
not a plan. 

“The last five years have 
been the hottest ever re- 
corded,’ Guterres said. 
“Sea levels are at the highest in human his- 
tory.” And as for the crusade to keep global 
warming below the level of utter catastro- 
phe, Guterres reported that “the point of no 
return is no longer over the horizon. It is in 
sight and is hurtling towards us.” 

History will condemn a host of villains, 
starting with President Trump. The United 
States, as the globe’s leading economic 
power, is uniquely positioned to lead the 
world toward climate solutions. Instead, 
Trump is deliberately worsening the prob- 
lem by pulling out of the Paris climate 
accord and actively encouraging the in- 
creased burning of fossil fuels, including 
coal. Decades from now, we may well see 
this as the Trump administration’s worst 
legacy. 

Chinese President Xi Jinping, unlike 
Trump, understands and accepts the scien- 
tific consensus about climate change. But 
China’s greenhouse gas emissions contin- 
ue to soar and are now nearly double those 
of the United States. Xi continues to value 
rapid economic growth — fueled, in part, 
by new coal-fired power plants — over hu- 
manity’s well-being in the long term. 

India Prime Minister Narendra Modi 
has sharply boosted his nation’s carbon 
emissions as well. The European Union 
has seen its emissions decline, but only 
modestly. 

At least China, India and Europe are 
projected to meet their initial emissions 
targets under the Paris accord; the United 
States is not. But those targets were meant 
to be just a beginning. If warming is to be 
held to 3.6 degrees Fahrenheit above pre- 
Industrial levels by the end of this century 
—a level scientists consider awful but man- 
ageable — carbon emissions worldwide 
need to start dropping rapidly. Like, right 
now. Yet emissions last year reached an 
all-time high. 

Despite what Trump and other ignora- 
muses might say, there is essentially no 
scientific disagreement about the fact that 
climate change is occurring or the fact that 
humankind is the cause. 

A bulletin last week from the World Me- 
teorological Organization, a U.N. agency, 
reported that the concentration of heat- 
trapping carbon dioxide in the atmosphere 
has risen by an incredible 47 percent since 
the Industrial Revolution. By examining 
the levels of various isotopes of carbon in 
the air, WMO scientists were able to show 
that the added carbon is of the kind emit- 
ted when coal and other fossil fuels are 
burned. 

In other words, we’ve been found stand- 
ing over the victim with the murder weap- 
on in our hands. 

At the Madrid climate summit — where 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi is the high- 
est-profile U.S. attendee — the assembled 
leaders will hear that prior assessments of 
climate change catastrophe were under- 
stated. Global warming is happening faster 
than predicted, with more dramatic conse- 
quences than previously imagined. Gla- 
ciers are melting. Seas are rising. Weather 
patterns have shifted in unpredictable 
ways, making monsoon rains unreliable, 
generating supercharged hurricanes and 
exposing once-temperate regions like 
Northern Europe to deadly heat waves. 

The earth is immensely large, while each 
of us individually is very small. It may be 
difficult to imagine that we could have 
such a big impact on the environment. But 
look at photographs of the planet taken 
by astronauts and note how thin the at- 
mosphere is. The air we breathe extends 
upward only roughly 10 miles — the dis- 
tance many of us commute each day in our 
carbon-spewing SUVs and pickup trucks. 

That issue of scale is one impediment to 
the kind of climate action we desperately 
need. An even bigger problem is the ques- 
tion of time. 

We of the boomer cohort will long have 
returned to dust before climate change 
begins to feel like an everyday five-alarm 
crisis. Our children will feel it, though, and 
our grandchildren will suffer in ways we 
can only begin to grasp. Future genera- 
tions will be mystified and furious. They 
will see from the historical record that we 
knew what was happening, that we knew 
of ways to at least slow it down — a carbon 
tax, for example — and that we did almost 
nothing. 

Our benighted leaders fail to give us 
meaningful action on climate change be- 
cause we fail to demand it. We can't look 
to the Madrid conference to save the plan- 
et. We must look within.

Buffalo bishop resigns under fire for handling of misconduct

NEW YORK — Bishop 
Richard Malone of Buffalo 
resigned Wednesday, forced 
to step aside amid mounting 
calls for his ouster from his 
staff, priests and public over 
his handling of allegations of 
clergy sexual misconduct. 

The Vatican said Pope 
Francis accepted the resigna- 
tion and appointed Edward 
Scharfenberger, the bishop of 
Albany, New York, to run the 
Buffalo Diocese until a per- 
manent replacement is found. 

Malone insisted he had 
decided to retire two years 
before the mandatory retire- 
ment age of 75 on his own ac- 
cord, after much prayer and 
discernment. However, the 


Vatican embassy to the U.S. 
said Malone only offered to 
retire after learning the re- 
sults of a Vatican-mandated 
investigation into the west- 
ern New York diocese and its 
handling of abuse claims. 

In a statement, Malone said 
he had come to believe “that 
the spiritual welfare of the 
people of the Diocese of Buf- 
falo will be better served by 
a new bishop who perhaps is 
better able to bring about the 
reconciliation, healing and 
renewal that is so needed.” 

Scharfenberger told a 
news conference in Buffalo 
that he wants to be seen as a 
healer willing to listen and 
to develop trust. 

“T feel a little bit like the

he said, “and I realize that 
this family has been suffering 
quite a bit in recent months 
and years. And my heart just 
goes out you. And what I see 
is a need for a tremendous 
amount of healing ... honest 
conversation, openness.” 

As the new apostolic ad- 
ministrator for Buffalo, 
Scharfenberger plans to visit 
the eight-county diocese 
weekly while keeping up 
with his duties in Albany. 

The diocese has been 
named in more than 220 re- 


cent lawsuits by people who 
allege they were sexually 
abused by priests. 

Many of the allegations 
date back decades, long be- 
fore Malone’s arrival in Buf- 
falo in 2012. But critics say 
there have been more recent 
missteps by Malone, includ- 
ing his decision to return to 
ministry a priest who had 
been suspended by a previ- 
ous bishop for including 
“love you” in a Facebook 
message to an eighth-grade 
boy.

Long awaited indoor 
ski slope debuts at 
New Jersey megamall 


EAST RUTHERFORD, 
N.J. (AP) — An indoor ski 
slope that has been the 
most visible feature of 
the long-delayed Ameri- 
can Dream megamall 
in New Jersey for more 
than a decade has finally 
opened. 

Olympic downhill cham- 
pion Lindsey Vonn took 
the first official run down 
the 1,000-foot slope 
Thursday. Mall owner 
Triple Five says it's the 
only indoor slope in North 
America. 

The ski slope was one 
of the first elements built 
more than a decade ago 
and could be seen from 
the adjacent New Jersey 
Turnpike. 

The retail and entertain- 
ment project began in 
2003 next to the Mead- 
owlands sports complex 
but stalled because of 
financing problems. Triple 
Five took over in 2010 
and began a phased 
opening in October. All 
elements are expected to 
be open by spring. 

The ski slope measures 
180,000 square feet and 
includes a beginners' 
area. It is 16 stories high 
with a 160-foot vertical 
drop. It is equipped to 
make more than 4 tons of 
snow per hour.

Woeful offense dooms

MARION - Offense has 
been a challenge for both 
the Eastbrook and South- 
wood girls basketball teams 
through the early part of 
the 2019-20 season and that 
trend continued Wednesday 
night on the Panthers’ home 
floor.

Fields says he’s good for Big Ten Championship

COLUMBUS, Ohio — 
Justin Fields’ first real hero 
moment came in the third 
quarter last Saturday, a dis- 
play of toughness destined 
to live in the lore of the Ohio 
State-Michigan game. 

The first-year starter who 
had led the Buckeyes to a 
perfect record went down 
and couldn’t get up after a 
teammate rolled onto his 
left leg. Ohio State fans held 
their breath. 

All Fields was thinking at 
that moment was getting off 
the field because his father 
always told when he was a 
kid that if you get hurt, get 
up and get to the sideline 
as fast as you can. But he 
couldn't, and trainers had to 
help. 

“A little scary,” said receiv- 
er Austin Mack, who caught 
Fields’ pass on the play. 

Once in the pop-up medi- 
cal tent, Fields replaced his 
knee brace with a sturdier 


model and got ready to go 
again. On his first play back 
in, he scrambled to his left 
and threw a 30-yard touch- 
down pass to Garrett Wilson 
in the back of the end zone 
to give the Buckeyes a 42- 
16 lead on the way to a 56- 
27 win, the eighth straight 
for the Buckeyes in “The 
Game.” 

“Blew me away,’ coach 
Ryan Day said. “Looking at 
the shot he took, how tough 
he was, to come back and 
make a play like that. One of 
the coolest things I’ve been 
a part of.” 

The low-key Fields was 
named Big Ten Offensive 
Player of the Year this week 
and could end up as a Heis- 
man Trophy finalist after 
leading Ohio State to a 12-0 
season and another berth in 
the conference champion- 
ship game, against Wiscon- 
sin on Saturday. Win or lose, 
the Buckeyes seem destined 
to make the College Football 
Playoff. 


The question this week is 
the condition of Fields' knee 
— a previous injury was 
aggravated a week earlier 
against Penn State — with 
potentially three games to 
play. Day and Fields both 
say it's fine, even though he 
will wear the heavy brace on 
his plant leg for the entire 
game Saturday. He acknowl- 
edges it affects his mobility 
but not his passing. 

"He'll be playing,’ Day 
said without hesitation. 
“We’ll use him all 60 min- 
utes.” 

There have been many 
keys to Ohio State’s success 
this season: The nation's 
top-ranked defense featuring 
conference defensive player 
of the year Chase Young; 
one of the top running backs 
in the country in J.K. Dob- 
bins; and an offensive line 
with four new starters that 
has been excellent. 

But Fields has been the 
engine that powers the ma- 
chine. The Georgia transfer

While Tom Brady and 
Drew Brees pursue Peyton 
Manning, Devlin Hodges is 
chasing Ed Rubbert. 

Say what? 

Manning’s record of 539 
touchdown passes could 
be broken by both Brady 
and Brees during the final 
month of the regular sea- 
son. Brady has thrown 535 
TD passes and Brees has 
532. 

As for Hodges, he only 
has three TD passes in two 
games for the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. But Hodges be- 
came the first undrafted 
rookie quarterback to win 
his first two career starts 
since Rubbert in 1987. 

Rubbert won his three 
starts with the Washington 
Redskins as a replacement 
player during a strike. He 
never played in the NFL 
after it ended. 

Hodges is one of six 
rookie quarterbacks to win 
games this season, join- 
ing Arizona’s Kyler Mur- 
ray, Denver's Drew Lock, 
Washington's Dwayne 
Haskins, the Giants' Dan- 
iel Jones and Jacksonville’s 
Gardner Minshew. 

That group of six rep- 
resents the most in a non- 
strike season in league 
history. Seven rookie 
quarterbacks won games 
in 1987. Detroit’s David 
Blough tries to make it 
seven this season when the 
Lions play Minnesota on 
Sunday.

Lamar Jackson is 23

NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
NASCAR has signed Busch 
Beer, Coca-Cola, Geico and 
Xfinity as its “premier part- 
ners” in a change to its tra- 
ditional sponsorship model. 

The premier series start- 
ing next year will be known 
as the NASCAR Cup Series 
and not feature a title spon- 
sor. Winston, Nextel, Sprint 
and most recently Monster 
Energy have served as the 
entitlement sponsors for the 
stock car racing series. 

“This has been a monu- 
mental year for our sport, 
one highlighted by signifi- 
cant changes in our busi- 
ness model to ensure long- 
term viability and growth,” 
NASCAR President Steve 
Phelps said of Thursday’s 
announcement. “As we be- 
gin this new chapter, we are 
joined by four incredible 
brands with deep-rooted 
histories across all levels of 
our sport. We are honored 
to have this elite group rep- 
resent our NASCAR Cup 
Series for years to come.” 

All four of the premier 
partners will be featured 
in multiple platforms 
across the sport, includ- 
ing integrations in broad- 
cast, NASCAR digital 
and social channels, event 
entitlements, in-market 
promotions and at-track ac- 
tivations. The four compa- 
nies will also have a pres- 
ence in the championship 
race and the All-Star race. 

Winston was NASCAR’s 
first non-automotive major 
sponsor and the tobacco 
company helped grow the 
regional racing series into 
a national brand over a 33- 
year relationship. The series 
was the Winston Cup Series 
until the R.J. Reynolds To- 
bacco Company ended its 
sponsorship in 2003. 

Nextel replaced Winston 
to form the Nextel Cup Se- 
ries, and that became Sprint 
after the two companies 
merged. The series has 
been the Monster Energy 
Cup Series the last three 
seasons. 

When Monster decid- 
ed to end its entitlement 
role, NASCAR decided to 
change its sales structure 
and move away from one 
presenting sponsor. The 
final model, announced 


Thursday hours ahead of 
the season-ending awards 
ceremony, simply features 
the four premier sponsors 
in all signage and most 
NASCAR markings. 

“This new model will 
provide our premier part- 
ners with a heightened 
level of integration and 
visibility across all aspects 
of our sport," said Daryl 
Wolfe, NASCAR executive 
vice president and chief 
sales and operations offi- 
cer. “Each of these partners 
have demonstrated their 
commitment to our brand- 
loyal fan base and we are 
excited about how these 
brands will elevate the 
NASCAR Cup Series.” 

Busch Beer returned as an 
official NASCAR partner 
in 2018 as sponsor of the 
Busch Pole Award, which 
will continue. Busch Beer 
will also sponsor a yet to 
be announced Cup race in 
2020. Anheuser-Busch’s 
history in NASCAR dates 
to 1978 when it first spon- 
sored the Busch Pole 
Award, and Busch was the 
“official beer of NASCAR” 
from 1988-97. 

Coca-Cola has been in- 
volved with stock car rac- 
ing for 50 years and became 
a NASCAR Official Partner 
in 1998. Coca-Cola will 
continue its sponsorship of 
both NASCAR Troops to 
the Track and NASCAR Sa- 
lutes, the portion of the sea- 
son focused on highlighting 
industry-wide appreciation 
of the U.S. Armed Forces. 

Coca-Cola will also con- 
tinue to own race entitle- 
ments at Charlotte Motor 


Speedway and Daytona 
International Speedway. 
Additionally, Coca-Cola 
becomes the presenting 


sponsor of the NASCAR 
Cup Series regular-season 
championship trophy. 

Geico is already NAS- 
CAR's "official insurance 
provider" and will be the 
presenting sponsor of a sea- 
son phase. Comcast's Xfin- 
ity brand signed a 10-year 
partner agreement in 2015 
as title sponsor of the sec- 
ond-tier Xfinity Series. 

Xfinity will maintain its 
Xfinity Series sponsorship 
and sponsor the elimination 
race to set the champion- 
ship field at Martinsville 
Speedway.

The 28-year-old Marisnick 
hit .233 with 10 homers, 34 
RBIs and 10 steals last sea- 
son. In advanced metrics, he 
ranks seventh among out- 
fielders with 64 defensive 
runs saved since 2004. 

In parts of seven years 
with the Astros and Marlins, 
he's hit .227 in 685 games. 
He hit 16 home runs in help- 


ing Houston reach the World 
Series in 2017. 

Last year, Marisnick often 
was a backup in an Astros 
outfield that included George 
Springer, Michael Brantley 
and Josh Reddick. Marisnick 
went 3 for 8 in the World Se- 
ries loss to Washington. 

"Jake is an elite defender 
who is an incredibly smart 
baserunner,’ Mets general 
manager Brodie Van Wa- 
genen said in a statement.
